E ight additional gu ard s have been 
put on the battlefield following th e 
vandalism of T uesday evening and 
the avenues are now under patrol 
both day and night to guard a g a in st 
the retu rn of the m an who has done 
more to arouse popular indignation 
and resentm ent than any one w h o ev er 
visited this section 
Feeling th a t the work may have 
been th a t of a m aniac the Park Com ­ 
mission au thorities here w ant to run 
no chances of his retu rn in g and com ­ 
m itting fu rth e r depredations so th a t 
the regular force of five men has been 
more th a n doubled. This additional 
patrol is now on indefinitely. 
At the request of Colonel Nicholson, 
C hairm an, the Commission have been 
authorized to offer a rew ard of one 
hundred dollars for inform ation th a t 
will lead to the detection of the van ­ 
dals who m arred the monuments. 
N um erous false rum ors gain cu r­ 
rency about town alm ost every hour

One of these reports more m onum ents 
desecrated alm ost hourly while a n ­ 
other is th a t the guilty pat ly has been 
apprehended.

The vandalism has aroused not only 
G ettysburg but the entire country' and 
new spapers everyw here are ta k in g 
occasion to express in the strongest 
term s possible th e ir indignation over 
the affair. In an editorial this m o rn ­ 
ing the B altim ore A m erican said:— 
“In the history of the country there 
has not been a parallel instance of 
savage and diabolical vandalism such 
as w as perform ed by the person or 
persons who .with heavy ham m er and 
set determ ination to do all the des­ 
truction possible sm ashed and defac­ 
ed some of the noblest m em orials 
upon the ground m ade sacred by the 
traditions of A m erican glory and the 
deepest pathos of Am erican valor. It

At the reg u la r March m eeting of the 
G etty sb u rg School Board on T h u rs­ 
day evening it w as decided to add 
an o th er room to the present school 
equipm ent in ord er to relieve the con­ 
gestion in th e first prim ary grade 
now' ta u g h t by Miss Rachael Scott 
This room is to be divided and Miss 
V Blanche Stoops was elected teach­ 


er. 
Along with the rapid growth of the

“ T hat the scoundrel who did the 
deeds of infam y will be found out 
seems sure, for the kind of mind th a t 
could conceive and put through such 
iconoclasm m ay not be credited with 
balance enough to prevent the fact 
of his identity becoming known. Des­ 
ecration has reached its highest point 
in this m utilation and destruction of 
m onum ents, and the country, without 
reg ard to section, w'ill feel th a t the 
governm ent is under the highest ob­ 
ligations to protect the battle ground 
of the nation’s heroes and the place 
of the enshrinem ent of memories most 
precious, so as to absolutely prevent 
an y th in g of the kind in the future. 
The work of destruction was whole­ 
sale and had the cem etery been ad e­ 
quately patrolled it could not have 
been perpetrated. 
“The T a ft proposal of a bureau of 
national parks when carried out should 
be m ade to include the G etty sb u rg 
Cem etery, as th a t is a vast area under 
j national control, and if placed under 
some such central bureau it would be 
responsibly and fully guarded. W h a t­ 
ever the m ethods in the future, th is 
cem etery m ust be patrolled by federal 
soldiers, so as to save a recurrence of 
the insane or diabolical acts of p e r­ 
verts of the w orst kind.” 
The Philadelphia 
Press m akes a 
vigorous plea for m ore thorough p a ­ 
trol saying editorially: 
“The gross and vicious m utilation of 
m any fine m onum ents on the G etty s­ 
burg battlefield naturally aw akens in ­ 
tense an g e r and indignation a g a in st 
the p e rp e tra to rs of such malicious 
and outrageous vandalism .W hat could 
have been the m otive for such w anton 
and unprofitable destruction? It is tru e 
there have alw ays been some u n re g ­ 
ulated and degenerate minds which 
found a kind of satisfaction for th e m ­ 
selves in slashing works of a rt, fine 
dresses and objects of beauty. The 
cem etery, however, is seldom despoil- 
d, and the battlefield where th ous­ 
ands gave up their lives in a m ighty 
conflict of a rm s o u ght to be sacred 
and safe from malicious freaks of this 
character. But this G ettysburg ex ­ 
perience shows th a t it is not. 
“ It seems impossible th a t it could 
be the work of any other th a n an un­ 
balanced mind. It will be an en o r­ 
mous pity, however, if he is not dis­ 


covered and cau g h t.”
